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REMARKS 



A Transmittal Letter to the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) 
concerning a filing under 35 U.S.C. § 371 for the subject application was filed with the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on March 4, 2005. The transmittal letter 
incorrectly identified the subject PCT application as International Application No. 
PCT/FR2003/02780 rather than as International Application No. PCT/FR2003/02480. 
This error was unintentional. 

Applicants believe the Transmittal Letter and accompanying documents are 
sufficient to associate the national phase application as filed with the correct 
International Application Number.

WO 2004/022010 A1, which correctly identified the subject application as International 
Application No. PCT/FR2003/02480, and (ii) an English language translation of the 
specification of PCT/FR2003/02480. The latter was clearly labeled on the first page as 
corresponding to WO 2004/022010 and to PCT/FR2003/002480.
